Keen in those lands, lh** fears 
engendered by the co-existence, to 
coin a phrase, of Stalinism pro­ 
duce a deep suspicion that cer­ 
tain expressions of thought are. in 
re ality, d eig n ed to cover acts of 
subversion 
And the horror of it 
i> that the suspicion has a basis 
**f truth. 
Stalinism not only demanded, in 
iv- o w n sphere, an abject accep­

as undeviatingly to accepted d*»g- 
ma as the theologian whom he 
accuses of superstition. The m ind 
of man is put in an iron vise. 
The mad ne vs of it all is that 
so m any have so com pletely Inst 
sight of freedom and its values 
that they have rom e to believe it 
t«* be a m elodram atic expostula­ 
tion.
